EY Wins Medalist Award 
For Third Year In a Row 


El Yanqui has received the Me- 
dalist award, the highest possible, 
from the Columbia Scholastic 
Press Association for the Spring 
and Fall semesters of 1963. 

This is the third year in a row 
El Yanqui has received the Me- 
dalist rating. The paper also re- 
cently won the All American 
Award, for last Fall’s editions, from 
the Associated Collegiate Press. 
El Yanqui has won five All Ameri- 
can Awards since 1960. 

Judges comments about El Yan- 
qui included such remarks as “A 
first rate product, lively, provoca- 
tive, well laid out and by and large 
handsomely illustrated.” 

The Medalist Award is based on 
four aspects of newspaper produc- 
tion: content, writing and editing, 
make-up and general considera- 


tions. A point system is used in the 
judging of the four categories. 

In the content section, El Yan- 
qui scored 282 out of a possible 
300, and in writing and editing 
scored 367 out of a possible 400. 
Ei Yanqui scored 184 of a possible 
200 in the make-up section, and 93 
out of a possible 100 in general 
considerations. 

A total of 1000 points were pos- 
sible in the scoring, and El Yanqui 
received 926, placing itself in the 
top 10 per cent of the newspapers 
submitted. 

The Medalist Award is granted 
to publications selected from the 
First Place ratings for special con- 
sideration. According to the judges 
the award is based on intangible 
qualities that could be character- 
ized as the personality of the entry. 


College Board Member 
Killed In Auto Accident 


R. Stafford Hughes, a Monterey 
Peninsula College Board member 
for the past two years, died last 


weekend in an automobile accident. 
He was 44. 


Mr. Hughes was killed while re- 
turning to his home in Rancho 
Aguajito from Phoenix. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, Mary Belle, 
four sons and a daughter. 


Hughes was the vice president of 
the Monterey Savings and Loan 
Association. He was elected by 
College Board members in 1961 
to fill a vacancy left by Dr. Jack 
Hovick. 

In 1963 Mr. Hughes received 
more than 5,000 votes, a large ma- 
jority, at a regular board election, 
retaining his place on the board. 

Born in Salinas, Mr. Hughes 
attended Pomona College. He was 
a 1943 graduate of Stanford Uni- 
versity. 

“The college staff and adminis- 
trators were deeply shocked by 
the death of R. Stafford Hughes,” 
Frederick R. Huber, MPC presi- 
dent, said. “He has been a mem- 
ber of the college board of trustees 
since 1962. He was re-elected over- 
whelmingly in 1963. He has had 
a deep and abiding interest in the 
total program of the college and 
great sensitivity to its present and 
future needs. He will be sorely 
missed by this institution, Our 
sympathy and prayers go to his 
wife and family.”

UN Under-Secretary 
To Speak Here May 8 


The Under-secretary of the Unit- 
ed Nations, Ralph J. Bunche, is 
scheduled to speak at MPC May 8. 

Bunche, who has a Ph.D. in 
Government and International Re- 
lations, received the Nobel Peace 
Prize for his work in Palestine, 
resulting in the four armistice 
agreements between Israel and the 
Arab States. 

Doing post - doctorate work in 
colonial policy and anthropology, 
Bunche studied at Northwestern 
University, the London School of 
Economics, and the University of 
Capetown in South Africa. 

Mr. Bunche joined the interna- 
tional staff of the United Nations 
in May, 1946, when he was as- 
signed to the UN by the U.S. 
State Department. His first con- 
tact with the UN came in 1944 at 
the Dumbarton Oaks Conference 
and the UN Conference on Inter- 
national Organization at San 
Francisco in 1945, which he at- 
tended as an advisor to the U.S. 
Delegation. 

He has been the recipient of 
numerous honorary degrees and 
awards. Among the latter are Phi

Beta Kappa, the Nobel Peace 
Prize, the Spingarn Medal, the 
Four Freedoms Award, the Peace 
Award of the Third Order of St. 
Francis, the Golden Key Award 
and the Presidential Medal of 
Freedom, which he received last 
year.

Directing, acting or teaching, 
Morgan Stock’s life is in the thea- 
tke: 

Stock, head of the drama depart- 
ment here, has been acting and di- 
recting for 24 years. “I was bitten 
by the bug in the sixth grade,” he 
laughed. “Mother sent me to elo- 
cution school, and then I got to 
perform at family reunions.” 

After he finished high school, the 
war interrupted his drama training. 
He did one show at Camp Roberts 
during the war, and that led to his 
commission as a major, he said. “It 
wasn’t that I was good or any- 
thing—I just had attention focused 
on me,” Mr. Stock added. 

“T had no degree after the war,”

In thea- 
tre of the absurd, you seem, on the 
surface, to be going nowhere and 
to get nowhere, Mr. Stock went 
on. It is quite often satiric and 
funny. 

Stock says his first choice, if he 
had his life to live over, would be 
to be a successful actor. Of course, 
he added, he’s known in San Fran- 
cisco as “the tame Tibolt” and 
“not the fiery Tibolt” after playing 
that part in “Romeo and Juliet” 
there. “I’m not the graceful cat- 
like Tibolt,” he said. “I make a 
better Sir Toby Belch.” 

Mr. Stock also had something to 
say about critics. “They’re valu- 
able,” he said. They at least men- 
tion, in a review of the amateur 
play, someone who is acting out of 
the kindness of his heart or just 
for the fun of it. “A good critic can 
perhaps raise standards,” he went 
on. 

“But a good critic is someone 
who knows enough about the thea- 
tre to know when mistakes are 
made,” he added.

Children’s House Aided 
By Four MPC Students

Four MPC students, members of 
the Canterbury Club, donate their 
Saturdays to help retarded chil- 
dren. 

Pat Knight, Jim Pitman, Lydia 
Punkt and Carol Wright help clean 
buildings and supervise children’s 
play at the Children’s House in 
Carmel Valley each Saturday. 

Children’s House is a privately- 
supported institution to help re- 
tarded and emotionally disturbed 
children. ‘We try to keep the chil- 
dren at their own school level so 
they can be integrated back into 
their public schools with a mini- 
mum of difficulty,” Mrs. Ford 
(Fordie to the children), founder 
and director of the house, said. 

The house was begun five years 
ago and the school two years ago, 
and is the first such program in 
California. The idea for Children’s 
House was copied from the New 
York Public Schools’ program for 
retarded children. 

Six students live at the house, 
and two live at home. The house 
employs one paid teacher, and has 
volunteer teachers to help the stu- 
dents individually. This is what 
the four MPC students do. 

Mrs. Ford said she could use 
more help in the afternoons after 
the school day is over. During the 
summer she hopes to have a full 
brigade of volunteers to help her. 

She also hopes enough money 
can be raised to hire a full-time 
psychiatrist or psychologist to run 
tne school. Many peninsula psy- 
chiatrists now donate their time to 
the children, but they are not able 
to cope with the problems of run- 
ning the house full-time. 

Parents pay as much as they are 


able to keep the school operating, 
but the house now runs at a defi- 
cit. More money is urgently need- 
ed to build the staff, Mrs. Ford 
said. 

In the future, Mrs. Ford also 
hopes to have only emotionally 
disturbed children at the house. “I 
think our set-up is better geared 
for this type of child,” she com- 
mented.

TV Aids in 
‘Update’

“LOOK ALIVE, you may be 
replaced by a button” were the 
words printed on a card used as a 
test pattern for the closed circuit 
television set at the second Opera- 
tion Update lecture last week. 

Mr. David Hopkins, Distributive 


Education instructor, and Mr. 
Philip Nash, chairman of the Data 
Processing Department, both 


spoke on automation. 

Mr. Hopkins discussed the so- 
ciological and philosophical prob- 
lems raised by automation. He told 
about the effects of automation on 
unemployment, and how statistics 
show that since automation, un- 
employment has decreased, “Men 
are not suddenly unemployed” he 
said, “but repositioned to other 
jobs.” 

Mr. Hopkins startled his audi- 
ence when he told of “thinking 
machines.” One of the outstanding 
thinking machines is a little robot 
at the Johns Hopkins University 
who nourishes himself, when hun- 
gry, at the nearest electrical out- 
let. He sleeps, and frolics up and 
down the hallways when in a good 
mood, Mr. Hopkins said. 

With the aid of closed-circuit 
television, Mr. Nash demonstrated 
the operation of several data pro- 
cessing machines. 

Using the MPC payroll cards as 
an example, Mr. Nash processed 
them through several machines, ex- 
plaining the operation as he went 
along. He then showed the versa- 
tility of one machine by demon- 
strating its ability, with the help of 
Mrs. David Hopkins, to play a 
game of “craps.” The machine gave 
her instructions, and she followed 
them, winning the game. 

Mr. Nash also discussed trends 
in automation. He told of differ- 
ent machines which are now being 
put to use, aiding men in profes- 
sions ranging from medicine to 
baking. 

“Machines are both directly and 
indirectly aiding education, making 
language translating easier, and 
helping our country in the national 
defense system,” he said. 

Coffee was served during a 15 
minute break, and a question and 
answer period followed.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTION OF THE ASSOCIATED STUDENTS 
OF MONTEREY PENINSULA COLLEGE 


PREAMBLE 


We, the students of Monterey Peninsula College, 
with the approval and subject to the control and 
regulation of the Board of Trustees, in order to foster 
a spirit of unity in all student activities, to promote 
the growth and development ‘of the college, and to 
better school-community relations, do hereby establish 
this constitution. 


ARTICLE 1.—NAME 


Section 1.—This organization shall be known as 
the Associated Students of Monterey Peninsula Col- 
lege, and hereinafter be referred to as ASMPC. 


ARTICLE 11.—MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1.—AIl students registered in the school 
and holding ASMPC full membership cards shall be 
full members of the organization and shall receive 
all the privileges of the organization. Only full mem- 
bers will have the voting power in ASMPC elections, 
and a reduction in the admission price for all social 
and athletic events. 

Section 2.—All students carrying fewer than eight 
units shall be eligible for Associate Membership. 


Section 3.—The spouse of a married student who is 
a member of the ASMPC shall receive all membership 
privileges, except the voting power, when accompanied 
by the married member. < 

A. If the member is participating in the activity, 
they spouse must present the member’s ASMPC 
card. 

B. Verification of the marital status will be made 
by the Registrar, who will stamp the married 
member’s ASMPC card with ‘Spouse privileges 
fore: a ae eee Me before such 
privileges will be granted. 


ARTICLE 111.—OFFICERS AND QUALIFICATIONS 


Section 1.—The ASMPC Cabinet shall be composed 
of: President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, 
Commissioner of Enforcement, Commissioner of Clubs, 
Commissioner of Communications, Commissioner of 
Athletics, Commissioner of Activities, Commissioner 
of Academics. The Dean of Students or his appointed 
representative shall act as adviser to the Cabinet. 


Section 2.—The Student Senate shall be composed 
of elected representatives from the Sophomore and 
Freshmen classes, head yell leader, Commissioner of 
Clubs, and representatives of 1.C.C. The Dean of 
Students or his appointed representative shall act as 
adviser to the Senate. 


Section 3.—The ASMPC Student Judicial Board 
shall be composed of three members, one of whom 
shall serve as chairman. The Dean of Students or his 
appointed representative shall act as adviser to the 
Student Judicial Board. 


Section 4.—All members of the Cabinet except the 
President, Vice President, and Commissioner of Clubs 
shall be appointed by the President. The Commissioner 
of Clubs shall be elected by the Inter-Club Council 
as stipulated in the by-laws of ASMPC. The President 
and Vice President shall be elected by the ASMPC. 


Section 5.—Class representation on the Student 
Senate shall be proportioned on the basis of the 
ratio of population of the Freshman and Sophomore 
classes. This number shall include the class presidents. 
There shall be a maximum of thirty representatives. 


Section 6.—A candidate for an ASMPC office shall: 

A. Be a regularly enrolled full-time student. 

B. Have a cumulative 2.0 gpa in all college work. 

C. Maintain a 2.0 gpa while in office. 

Section 7.—No two cabinet offices may be held by 
one person at any one time. 


PROPOSED BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE IV. 
INITIATIVE, REFERENDUM, AND RECALL 


Section 1.—Robert’s Rules of Parliamentary Order 
ferendum and recall of elected officers by means of 
petitions signed by one-fifth of its members. A spe- 
cial election shall be called within three weeks after 
the filing of such petitions with the Judicial Board. 


A. On initiative and referendum measures, a two- 
thirds vote of the student body will be necessary 
to carry, and a majority vote shall win in recall. 
Two weeks’ election notice shall be given to the 
ASMPC on submitted petitions. 


ARTICLE 5.—PROCEDURE 


Section 1. — Robert’s Rules of Parliamentary Order 
shall govern the conduct of all meetings of the 
ASMPC. 


ARTICLE VI.—RULES FOR AMENDING 


Section 1.—An amendment to this constitution 
may be proposed by the Student Senate with a two- 
thirds vote or by a petition accompanied by the 
signatures of one-fifth of the ASMPC. 

The proposed amendment shall then be placed 
before the ASMPC within three weeks for rati- 
fication. 


B. Two weeks’ election notice on proposed amend- 
ments must be given members of the ASMPC. 
Section 2.—Ratification. All amendments to this 


constitution shall require a two-thirds positive vote 
of the total number of votes cast by the ASMPC. 


ARTICLE VII.—QUORUM 
Section 1.—A quorum in the Cabinet, Student 
Senate, and Inter-Club Council shall be a majority of 
the members plus the duly authorized faculty adviser. 


OF THE ASSOCIATED STUDENTS OF MONTEREY PENINSULA COLLEGE 


ARTICLE 1.—THE CABINET 


Section 1.—The Cabinet shall act as an executive 
body and shall consist of the following officers of 
the ASMPC: President, Vice President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, Commissioner of Enforcement, Commissioner 
of Clubs, Commissioner of Athletics, Commissioner or 
Activities, Commissioner of Communications, and 
Commissioner of Academics. 


Section 2.—The Cabinet of the ASMPC shall: 


A. Hold regular meetings throughout the college 
year, special meetings to be called at any time 
by the President. 


B. Require all officers and ASMPC members to 
comply with the provisions of the constitution, 
by-laws, and codes. 

C. Examine reports of all officers, agents, and com- 

mittees of the ASMPC. 

. Exercise control within the limits of the ASMPC 
Constitution, By-Laws and Codes of all ASMPC 
Funds. 

E. Exercise supervision over all expenditures from 
ASMPC funds. 

F. Propose legislation to the Student Senate. 

G. Execute actions necessary to carry out Student 

H. 
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legislation. 
Prepare the budget. 
Prepare the Activity Calendar for each semester. 


ARTICLE I1.—STUDENT SENATE 


Section 1.—Representation in Student Senate shall 
be composed of class representatives and representa- 
tives of 1.C.C. and the head yell leader. 

A. The Freshman and Sophomore classes shall be 
represented in the Student Senate by represen- 
tatives chosen at-large from and by their re- 
spective classes. There shall be one representa- 
tive chosen per hundred students registered in 
the class at the close of registration in the pre- 
vious semester. 

Section 2.—The Student Senate of the ASMPC shall: 

A. Hold regular meetings throughout the college 
year, special meetings to be called by the Presi- 
dent or Vice-President. 

B. Representation from |.C.C. shall consist of the 
Commissioner of Clubs and five representatives 
chosen from and by I.C.C. 

B. Initiate and enact all legislation deemed neces- 
sary for the welfare of the ASMPC. 

C. Grant all athletic awards and other insignia 
within its power. 

D. Elect all delegates to state or regional student 

conferences with the exception of the President 

who shall lead the delegation. 

. Approve the annual budget upon submission by 

the Cabinet. 

F. Approve by 2/3 majority the temporary and 
feoulak appointments of officers by the Presi- 
ent. 

G. Approve special committees named by the ASMPC 
President. 

H. Appoint from its members a secretary (or sec- 
retaries) for 1.C.C., Judicial Board, and Cor- 
respondence. 


ARTICLE I11.—JUDICIAL BOARD 


Section 1.—The ASMPC Student Judicial Board shall 
be a judicial body and shall consist of three members, 
one of whom shall serve as chairman. 
eocaon 2.—The Student Judicial Board of ASMPC 
shall: 

A. Meet at the call of the chairman of the board. 

B. Initiate and administer all judicial power deemed 
necessary by the Constitution and By-Laws of 
the ASMPC. 

C. Have the power to recommend to the Dean of 
Students, probation, suspension or expulsion of 
any student who has acted in a manner not be- 
coming of a member of this student body or who 
has acted in such a way as to bring discredit to 
this college. 

D. Have powers of interpretation concerning the 
Constitution, By-Laws and Codes of the ASMPC. 

E. Have the power to impose penalties. 

Section 3.—Student Judicial Board members shall 
be appointed by the ASMPC President with the appro- 
val of two-thirds of the Student Senate. 


ARTICLE IV. 
QUALIFICATIONS, DUTIES, AND TERMS OF OFFICE 


Section 1.—The terms of office of all ASMPC offi- 
cers shall be one semester. 
A. Elected officers shall assume office at least one 
week prior to final examinations. 
Section 2.—Duties and qualifications of the ASMPC 
officers. 
A. The ASMPC President shall: 

1. Preside over all cabinet meetings. 

2. Have the power to veto within 48 hours any 
Student Senate measure. The veto shall be 
subject to a two-thirds override by the Stu- 
dent Senate. 

. Call a general meeting of the ASMPC upon 

the receipt of a petition signed by two- 

thirds of the Student Senate or at his own 
discretion. 

. Be ex-officio member at all standing and 

special committees. 

. Perform such other duties as may be speci- 
fied for the President in Robert’s Rules of 

Order. 

6. Call a meeting of the Freshman and Sopho- 
more Classes within the first two weeks of 
each semester for the purpose of nominating 
candidates for class officers and giving in- 
structions to new students. 

7. Review the minutes of the Cabinet, Student 
Senate and Freshman and Sophomore class 
meetings, in order to bring to the attention 
of those bodies any suggestion made by the 
previous ASMPC administration. h 

8. Have the power to make temporary appoint- 
ments, and disbursements not to exceed 
$50.00 when, in the opinion of the ASMPC 
President and the Cabinet adviser, an emer- 
gency has arisen and a decision cannot be 
delayed until the next meeting of the Cab- 
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inet. Such emergency action must be re- 
viewed at the next meeting of the Cabinet. 

9. Appoint, with the exception of the Vice 
President and the Commissioner of Clubs, the 
members of the ASMPC Cabinet, with the 
two-thirds approval of the Student Senate. 

10. Appoint with approval of two-thirds of the 
Student Senate, the members of the Student 
Judicial Board. 

11. Appoint special committees with approval 
of Student Senate. 

12. Appoint, with the approval of two-thirds of 
the Student Senate, a qualified member of 
ASMPC to fill a vacant office. 

13. Be elected by the ASMPC. 


B. The ASMPC Vice President shall: 


1. Preside over the Student Senate. 

2. Preside over the Cabinet and ASMPC meet- 
ings with the exception of the Judicial Board 
in the absence of the President. 

3. Assume the duties of the President during 
the absence and succeed to that office upon 
the resignation or disqualification of the 
President. 

4. Be elected by the ASMPC. 


C. The ASMPC Treasurer shall: 


1. Represent the ASMPC in all financial matters. 

2. Have demonstrted a knowledge of bookkeep- 
ing and/or accounting prior to his occupation 
of office. 

3. Shall examine the financial books of all clubs 
in the Inter-Club Council at the first of each 
month. 

4. Be appointed by the ASMPC President with 
the approval of two-thirds of the Student 
enate. 


D. The Secretary shall: 


1. Keep minutes of all meetings of the Cabinet, 
and make these minutes available to the 
ASMPC before the next meeting of the Cab- 
inet. 

2. Keep minutes of all meetings of the Student 
Senate and make these available to the ASMPC 
before the next meeting of the Student Senate. 

3. Prepare an agenda for each Cabinet and each 
Student Senate meeting as directed by the 
President and the Vice President. 

4. Have qualified for College English. 

5. Have a proven ability in secretarial skills. 

6. Be appointed by the ASMPC President with the 
approval of two-thirds of the Student Senate. 


E. The Commissioner of Activities shall: 


1. Be responsible for all daytime activities of 
ASMPC and shall coordinate the activities of 
special standing committees of the Student 
Senate concerned with activities. 

2. Shall in cooperation with the Dean of Stu- 
dents appointed representative, ASMPC Presi- 
dent and the appropriate Student Senate Com- 
mittees, prepare the semestral calendar of all 
ASMPC activities to be completed two weeks 
prior to the beginning of each semester. 

3. Shall be appointed by the ASMPC President 
with the approval of two-thirds of the Student 
enate. 


F. The Commissioner of Athletics shall: 

1. Be the representative of MPC athletics in the 
Cabinet. 

2. Set up the intramural program for the semes- 
tet in cooperation with the Director of Ath- 
etics. 

3. Shall be appointed by the ASMPC President 
with the approval of two-thirds of the Student 
enate. 


G. The Commissioner of Enforcement: 

1. Shall be charged with the responsibility of 
enforcement of the Codes of the ASMPC. 

2. Shall appoint members to the enforcement 
commission with the approval of the Cabinet. 

3. Shall be appointed by the ASMPC President 
with the approval of two-thirds of the Student 
Senate. 


H. The Commissioner of Clubs shall: 

1. Be chairman of Inter-Club Council and rep- 
resent the club presidents in the Cabinet and 
the student Senate. 

2. Be responsible for informing the Cabinet of 
the actions of the Inter-Club Council. 

3. Be elected by the Inter-Club Council at the 
last meeting of each semester, at which time 
time he will resign as club president. 


I. Commissioner of Communications shall: 
1, Represent the campus communications on the 


Cabinet. ap 
2. Be responsible for publicity of campus activi- 
ties. 
3. Direct the activities of the publicity com- 


mittee of the Student Senate. 

. Shall manage the sale of all advertising for 
ASMPC publications and shall prepare an an- 
nual budget for all ASMPC publications. The 
revenue from this advertising shall be used to 
augment funds from the ASMPC. 

5. Have the approval, prior to his appointment, 
of the chairman of the Journalism Department. 

6. Be appointed by the ASMPC president with 
the approval of 2/3 of the Student Senate. 

7. Represent the ASMPC in all matters pertain- 
ing to campus publications. 


J. Commissioner of Academics shall: 
1. Represent student opinion towards academic 
policies in the Cabinet. 
2. Be in charge of setting up debates, seminars, 
tutoring services and other academic pursuits. 
3. Initiate programs fostering good relationships 
between foreign and domestic students. 
4. Be appointed by the ASMPC president with 
the approval of 473 of the Student Senate. 
K. Club Presidents shall: ; 
1. Be elected by their individual clubs during the 
latter half the semester prior to their term of 
office. 
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2. Represent their individual club on |.C.C. 


L. The Freshman Class representatives shall: 

1. Represent the Freshman class in the Student 
Senate. 

2. Be elected by the Freshman class at the first 
of each semester. 

3. The representative-elect receiving the high- 
est number of votes shall be president of the 
class. The representative-elect receiving the 
second-highest votes shall be vice-president. 
The class secretary shall be chosen from 
among and by the representatives-elect. 


M. The Sophomore Class representative shall: 

1. Represent the Sophomore class in the Student 
Senate. 

2. Be elected by the Sophomore class at the first 
of each semester. 

3. The representative-elect receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be president of the class. 
The representative-elect receiving the second- 
highest votes shall be vice-president. The class 
secretary shall be chosen among and by the 
representatives-elect. 


N. The Head Yell Leader shall: 
1. Coordinate rallies and assemblies. 
2. Be a member of the Student Senate. 
3. Be elected by the yell leaders. 


Section 3.—Duties and Qualifications of the Student 
Judicial Board. 
A. The Chairman shall: 

1. Be presiding officer of the board and be re- 
sponsible to the Student Senate for its opera- 
tion. 

2; ie enosen from and by three members of the 
oard. 

3. A majority of the members of this body shall 
be necessary to carry out business. 


B. Members of the board shall: 

1. Be appointed by the President of ASMPC with 
the approval of the Student Senate to serve a 
term of one semester. Having served one se- 
mester, a member may be reappointed. 

2. Shall assist the chairman in deciding all cases 
brought before the board as stipulated in the 
code of the Student Judicial Board. 


ARTICLE V. 
STANDING COMMITTEES OF THE STUDENT SENATE 


Section 1.—Committees shall be set up by the 
Student Senate composed of its members. The com- 
mittees shall deal with activities, publicity, property, 
and any other such matters as deemed necessary by 
the Student Senate. 


A. The Publicity Committee shall work under the 
supervision of the Commissioner of Communica- 
tions and aid him in publicizing campus activi- 
ties. 


B. Social Activities Committee shall work under the 
supervision of the Commission of Activities and 
coordinate with that officer for ASMPC social 
activities. 


C. The Property Committee shall work under the 
supervision of the Treasurer. 


ARTICLE VI.—MEETINGS 


Section 1.—For all meetings of the Cabinet and the 
Student Senate, a majority of members shall consti- 
tute a quorum. 

A. No meeting of the Cabinet or the Student Senate 
will be official without the presence of the pro- 
per faculty adviser. 

Section 2.—Regular meetings of the Cabinet and 

the Student Senate shall be held weekly. 

A. A special meeting of the Cabinet or Student 
Senate may be called by the ASMPC President. 

Section 3.—Meetings of the Student Judicial Board 
analy be at the discretion of the Chairman of the 

oard. 


ARTICLE VII.—POSTING OF THE MINUTES 


Section 1.—The minutes of the Cabinet, Student 
Senate and the Inter-Club Council shall be posted in 
the following places prior to the next meeting: Cafe- 
teria bulletin board; ASMPC office bulletin board 
facing L-3; and such other places as may be deemed 
necessary by the Student Senate or ASMPC President. 


ARTICLE VIII.—CAMPUS ORGANIZATIONS 


Section 1.—There shall be an Inter-Club Council or- 
ganized to coordinate the activities of all campus clubs 
or the betterment of the college. 

Section 2.—Any club or organization may function 
within the ASMPC providing that their respective 
constitutions meet with the approval of the Inter- 
Club Council and that copies of these constitutions 
are permanently filed with the Inter-Club Council. It 
is further provided that each such club or organization 
have a faculty adviser. 

Section 3.—All members of a recognized campus 
student club or organization shall be members of 


SMPC. 

ARTICLE IX.—CHEELEADERS AND SONGLEADERS 
Section 1.—The cheerleaders and songleaders shall 
be selected by a board of judges consisting of the 
Dean of Students, the Director of Student Activities, 
the Rally Club Adviser, the Commissioner of Activities, 
the ASMPC President, and the Band Director. 
Section 2.—Cheerleaders and songleaders will serve 
two semesters. 

Section 3.—Cheerleaders and songleaders shall attend 
all athletic events designated by the Cabinet. 
Section 4.—Cheerleaders and Songleaders shall be 
members of the Rally Committee. 


ARTICLE X.—ELECTIONS 


Section 1.—Regular elections for all ASMPC officers 
shall be held three weeks prior to final examinations. 

Section 2.—Any ASMPC member who has the aca- 
demic qualifications outlined in the ASMPC Consti- 
tution and has a nomination petition signed by thirty 
full members whose names do not appear on a simi- 
lar petition for the same office, and by the appointed 
faculty member with whom he will work, filed with the 
Dean of Students two days prior to the election, is 
eligible for election.

ARTICLE X.—CODES 


Section 1.—Codes may be adopted by a simple 
majority vote of the Student Senate; and shall estab- 
lish administrative policies and procedures.

or which will cause a budget category to be exceeded 
shall require a one-week posted notice to the ASMPC 
before the vote, and a 2/3 majority vote by the Stu- 
dent Senate.

B. It shall be responsible to the ASMPC President, 
the President of the College and the Student 
Senate. 

Section 2.—Membership shall consist of the Dean of 
Students or his appointed representative as chairman, 
ASMPC President, Vice President of ASMPC, Treas- 
urer of ASMPC, representative from MPCFA, Director 
of the Student Union as Executive Officer. 

Section 3.—Meetings. 

A. Meetings will be held monthly. 

B. A majority of the members shall constitute «

Section 4.—Duties. 

A. Determine policies for the Student Union se 
that it may efficiently operate as a student 
service. 

B. Recommend plans for the future expansion of the 
Student Union Building and facilities to the 
Student Senate and the school district. 

C. Review financial reports.

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Soc Students Tour Juvenile

One of the direct causes of ju- 
venile delinquency in this country 
today is the fact that children are 
virtually running the home. This 
theory was extended by Harry 
Morris, intake officer at Juvenile 
Hall in Salinas. 

Speaking to about 50 members 
of Mr. Arthur Oswald’s Sociology 
2 classes on a tour of the hall re- 
cently, Morris charged the Ameri- 
can father of passivity in dealing 
with his children. “With the busi- 
ness pressures facing the father to- 


day, he has less time to spend with 
his family. The mother is placed 
in a position of being both mother 
and father, and she is not able to 
cope with the problems. The chil- 
dren assume some of the responsi- 
bilities, none of the headaches and 
have greater freedom to do what 
they please,” he said. 

“With this greater freedom they 
have more time to get into trouble 
and some subsequently do,” he 
concluded. 

The students toured the Hall, a 
temporary holding facility for vio-

lators of the California Welfare 
and Institutions Act. None of the 
wards were present during the 
tour, but were shuffled around to 
avoid contact with the group. 

Detention at the hall is not con- 
sidered punishment by the staff. It 
has a maximum capacity of 72, but 
the average capacity runs between 
35 and 50, or about three percent 
of the teen age population in the 
county. 

State law requires all juveniles 
under 16 years of age to attend 
school. Al Marlin, head teacher at 
Juvenile Hall, explained the school 
program. He said that because of 
the rapid turnover of wards, not 
too much can be done, but the pro- 
gram is geared to help everybody 
according to their level and needs. 

For those not in school, a work 
program around the hall keeps 
them busy. All maintenance is per- 
formed by the wards. 

Life in Juvenile Hall is carefully 
planned. From 7 a.m. to 8:45 p.m. 
wards are constantly on the go. By 
keeping the kids moving, there is 
little chance for them to get into 
trouble. The staff of 20 attempts to 
keep a good relationship with the 
kids to prevent any possible 
trouble. 


Parachutist 
On Campus

What sport is less expensive 
than golf, skiing, and scuba div- 
ing, more thrilling than surfing, 
international in scope, and fun for 
the whole family? According to 
Russ Gunby, the only possible an- 
swer is parachuting. 

Gunby, a retired U.S. Army 
major, is a military jump master, 
a master parachutist, a licensed in- 
structor and an author. 

Gunby’s most interesting story 
is about his book, Sport Parachut- 
ing, which he wrote three years 
ago. After two publishers refused 
to print it, “because parachuting 
was nothing then and in their eyes 
would never be anything,’ Gunby 
had it printed himself... Now the 
book has sold over ten thousand 
copies, is available in fourteen 
foreign countries, and will soon 
be available in a Spanish transla- 
tion. “I haven’t really begun to 
promote the book yet, either,” 
adds Gunby. 

“IT can’t write and my _ book 
proves it. I’m in Mr. Sweeney’s 
English class to learn to write so 
that my second book will be an 
improvement over the first. I en- 
rolled at MPC to continue my 
studies and satisfy my curiosity 
for knowledge,’ Gunby says. 

Gunby’s advice to those who 
would like to try jumping is to “go 
over to Hollister on the weekends 
and watch the various clubs jump 
and talk to the jumpers. It takes 
guts, but you'll find it’s worth 
teal la: 

Gunby began jumping in the 
Rocky Mountains in 1937. He left 
high school just before his seven- 
teenth birthday and enlisted in 
the Army. After the Pearl Harbor 
attack, he volunteered for Officer 
Candidate School and the Para- 
troopers and served ten years with 
the parachute infantry in Europe 
and the Far East. 

He joined the Parachute Club of 
America in 1958 and became its 
Executive Secretary in 1959 while 
training and organizing three sport 
parachute clubs. 

Upon his retirement from the 
Army, Major Gunby became the 
first full-time Executive Director 
of the PCA. He is an international 
and national parachute judge and 
was director of two U.S. National 
Parachute Championships. 


Five Trailers 
Help Fill Space

Five surplus trailers have been 
spotted around the ‘campus 
classrooms and storage areas.

The last trailer, now containing 
a mobile dental laboratory which 
once belonged to the Navy, will 
be dismantled and transformed into 
a data processing classroom. The 
dental equipment, including an 
X-ray machine, is to be turned 
over to the dental assisting depart- 
ment. 

The average cost of the trailers, 
including the dental one, con- 
taining thousands of dollars worth 
of equipment, was $200 each. The 
low purchase price, according to 
MPC Technical-Vocational Dean 
Charles Mulkey, really covers only 
the cost of handling. They were 
donated by the Armed Services for 
use by municipal and government 
institutions. The trailers used by 
the electronics department, how- 
ever, cost an additional $800 to 
modify.

From Spokane Session 


After meeting from 8 a.m. until 
the early morning hours for four 
days as Nicaraguans in a United 
Nations Assembly, MPC’s MUN 
delegation returned from Spokane 
last weekend. 

The delegates gained a_ better 
understanding of the purposes, 
functions, and problems of the 
United Nations as an organization 
at the Model United Nations ses- 
sion, according to Bob Reynolds, 
chairman of MPC’s delegation.

Let’s Play Ball! 


With spring sports well under way, Lobo teams have pro- 
duced a number of individual stars in track and swimming, but 


cannot seem to win. 


In recent years MPC seems to have been beset by the prob- 
lem of getting enough men for its swimming, track and baseball 


teams. 


Two reasons are the number of high schools that we draw 
from and the eligibility requirements. 

MPC draws from a limited number of high schools, while 
Hartnell gets students from the whole Salinas Valley and Cabrillo 
draws from both the Watsonville and Santa Cruz areas. 


MPC has only seven relatively small schools to draw from, 
whereas junior colleges such as Foothill get students from 30 to 40 


large high schools. 


Swimming Coach Frank Young believes that students com- 
ing from high schools in the Fall have no idea what college is 
like and fall down on their grades, so that they lose their eligibility 


by the Spring semester. 


Coach Young gave one other reason for the lack of participa- 
tion: there are five sports to chose from in the Spring, while 
there are only three in the Fall and one in the Winter. 

Along with the problem of getting men to come out for the 
sports, the teams are also hampered because those that do come 
out don’t realize what the competition will be like, since high 
school administrators in this area limit competition to the Mon- 
terey Bay League or Mission Trail League and do not compete 
with larger schools from the north. 

Other coaches have their ideas on why participation is so 
poor. Baseball Coach Chris Pappas says many students don’t 
think they can make the team and don’t try for it. He now has 
baseball players who had had no high school experience, while 
students who have played in high school did not even try out. 

This year track has ten students out for the sport where in 
1960 there were 23 and 26 in 1961. Baseball has 13 players, while 
in 60 there were 16 and 22 in ’61. Swimming is the only sport 
that has shown an improvement, with 10 swimmers in 1960 and 


no team in 1961. Bob Reed.
